
ALLilN-A-DALK. 

Although Allan-a-Dale’s racing career is con* 
fined to the winning cf two purses at Washing* 
ton Park it is doubtful if any wf stern two year- 
old colt stsnds higher in public estimation 
than does this fleet half-brother to Batten and 
Maid Marian. In point of size, power, sym- 
metry and a great flight of speed of the highest 
order he seems to be about all that an owner 
could well desire, and it seems more than pro- 
able that an illustrious career lies before him. 
It is disappointing that the rain previnted him 
from meeting Abe Frank and Pentecest in the 
Kenwcod Stakes, but in view of hie valuable 
engagements in the east his owner cannot be 
criticised justly for avoiding a severe race over 
such a trying track. 

Allan a-Dale's first start was for a purse at 
Washington Park June 25. With 111 pounds up 
he met Herodiade, 118; Harry Beck, 115; C. 
Rosenfeld, 111, and Harry Wilson, 111. The two 
first-named had good winning performances to 
their credit, but so widely disseminated had 
been reports that Allan a-Dale was a racing 
gem of the first water that be was an odds-on 
favorite throughout the betting. The distance 
was five furlongs. C. Rosenfeld had a slight 
advantage when the barrier flew up, but AUan- 
a-Dale dashed into the lead instantly, closely 
pressed by Herodiade. The latter clung to his 
flying leader gallantly until the far turn was 
reached, where Allan a-Dale began to draw 
clear, and turned into the stretch two open 
lengths in front. This lead he increased to six 
lengths in the run down the stretch and won 
easing up in the record-breaking time— for the 
track— of 1:001^. Outside watches made the 
time faster, but the cflScial time was sufficient 
to demonstrate that he was a colt of amazing 
speed and that the long-standing rumors of his 
excellence were in no wise misplaced. 

His second essay was also for a purse at five 
and one-half furlongs June 28. Be again car- 
ried 111 pounds, while hie opponents were 
Helen Print, 108; Barry Wilson, 106; Bragg, 
111, and Pentecost, 118. Breaking second in a 
good start be speedily assumed a two lengths 
lead, with Pentecost running second. This 
lead he had increased to six lengths at the 
head of the stretch, where Pentecost crossed 
hie lege and fell. From there on Allan- a-Dale 
came home under restraint and wen by four 
lengths, which be could have made many more. 
The time was 1:07^ and at no time was the 
good colt extended and doing bis best. 

It can be truthfully said that Allan- a-Dale 
did not meet the best of his age at Washington 
Park, but he won his two races with such con 
snmmate ease and with such evident speed in 
reserve, that be made [a great impression on 
veteran turfmen as well as on less experienced 
observers. He has only one engagement at 
Washington Park, the Hyde Park Stakes, so 
Mr. McDowell has decided to take him on to 
Brighton. 

At this track hie first engagement ie in the 
Brighton Junior Stakes, of the^ guaranteed 
▼alne of $10,000, which will be run Saturday. 
July IS. The distance is six furlongs and under 
the conditions Allan- a-Dale will be in receipt of 
fifteen pounds non-winning allowance, which 
will let him in with but 107 pounds to carry, 
while the eastern crack Nasturtium will have 
to take up 125. If he starts in the same form he 
displayed here the event appears to be at his 
osercy. His other engagement at Brighton 
Beach is in the $15,000 Foxhall Stakes at 
■ix furlongs, which will be decided on the same 
day that the Washington Park patrons will 
gcel eim the winner of the Wheeler Handi- 
eap, Saturday July 20. If he does notwin the 
Mrl^iGO Junior he will be entitled to a seven 



pound allowance. He is a good colt and the 
property of a turfman of the right sort and 
there are many here in Chicago who will wish 
him no worse luck than that he may land both 
of the rich Beach stakes. 

AN EASTERN VIEW. 

Editor H. A. Buck of the Spirit of the Times 
made a trip to Chicago to witness the four- 
teenth American Derby and here is what he 
wrote back to his paper about it : 

'A great spectacle, comparable only to the 
English Derby Day, and far surpassing anything 
seen in the east,* was the unanimous comment 
of the Eastern turfmen who were fortunate 
enough to be present at Washington Park, Chi- 
cago, on American Derby Day. Certainly the 
crowd was larger than is seen in any Eastern 
course, numbering fully forty thousand, and of 
the best quality. Society in Chicago turned out 
en masse, while countless representatives from 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, Louisville, Cleveland, 



2:33^, a record breaking performance for the 
event, while the field, including as it did some 
of the best three-year-olds of the east and the 
undoubted champions of the west, has never 
been surpassed in the history of the race. 
Starter Dwyer, who is undoubtedly close to the 
top in his profession, sent the field of ten away 
to as perfect a start as I have ever witnessed, 
after a delay of less than ten minutes and only 
one false break. 

^'Before the first quarter of a mile had been 
run His Eminence, who had gotten off second, 
was seen suddenly to drop back to a bad last, 
and whether he was interfered with or Odom 
lost his nerve in the rather rough-riding field 
the chances of the Mackay horse were settled 
then and there. At that, the performance of 
Mr. Mackay ’s recent purchase was thoroughly 
creditable, as he made up a lot of ground on 
the back and homestretch and finally finished 
a good fifth. When half the journey had been 
finished, the race, barring accidents, was seen

Derby Day being regarded in Chicago almost 
as much of a holiday as in London. If Chica- 
goans wished to impress an Easterner with their 
Derby Day, a brighter or more favorable speci- 
men could not have been selected than that of i 
1901. j

I MALAY WINS A GOOD RACE. 

Pasty mud in generous quantities prevailed 
at Washington Park yesterday, and horses that 
favor deep, holding going were very much 
in evidence. The attendance as usual was 
large. 

The feature event of the day was the fourth 
race, a handicap for three-year-olds and up- 
ward, $1,400 added, at one and one-sixteenth 
miles. Much interest was taken out of the 
event by the declaring of Pink Coat who was 
regarded by many as having the best chanoe to 
win. Sidney Lucas, the American Derby win- 
ner of 1900, made his first appearance in the 
west this year in this race but failed to display 
any of hie 1900 quality, finishing a dismal and 
beaten off last. The winner turned up in Dr. 
RowelPs good gelding Malay, who reveled in 
the going. He laid along second to Sidney 
Lucas for half a mile and then darted to the 
lead, wheeling into the stretch looking all over 
an easy winner but in the last sixteenth had to 
be shaken up to offset Rolling Boer*s dashing 
bid in the last fifty yards. The latter has shown 
much improvement in his last two races and 
will be a bard horse to beat when placed 
right. Wild Pirate showed hie liking for heavy 
going by running an excellent race, finishing 
well up. Walkenshaw in going made to bis 
order was run into exhaustion after showing 
well for seven furlongs. He looked stiff and 
sore going to the post. George Arnold although 
not particularly fond cf the footing showed 
prominently for seven furlongs. .. 

Montanic, who ran seme clever races in Cali- 
fornia last winter, was pitted against Yulcain 
in the second race, a dash of six furlongs, but 
the latter after being outrun to the head of the 
stretch,! wore down the Ellison gelding in the 
last quarter and beat him rather handily at the 
eud.i Sister, Mamie, theother starter, was never 
a contender. 

Trinity Bell fell an easy victim to Eddie Jones 
in the opening event, the California horse win- 
ning as he pleased. 

Silurian, (after showing several poor races, 
was placed right at last, and favored by the 
going took the closing race of the day in rather 
a handy fashion from South Breeze, with Astor 
an indifferent third. South Breeze threw 
Jockey Woods while scoring and ran away 
about a quarter of a mile. This might have 
been the'eause of her defeat.

The Sheridan will be contested by the le- 
doubtableB Robert Waddell, with the extreme 
penalty'up; Bis Eminence, who haa been work- 
ing well of | late and is expected to do better 
than he did in the Derby ; Terminus, Jiminea, 
Brutal and Six Shooter. This is a compact field 
that should 1 furnish a contest fully up to the 
traditions of the Sheridan. The other races 
have filled exceedingly well and all around, the 
card is one that would be hard to improve. 

Last night secretary Howard set a small army 
of men, horses and harrows to work on the 
tr ack, and as it is fast drying out and will be 
worked all forenoon, he is confident that it will 
be a good safe comae, over which fairly good 
horses willl be able to do a mile in from 1:41 to 
1 :42. So the thousands who will go cut today 
may expect to see dust fiying instead of the mud 
that marredithe racing yesterday.

any time. Beau Gallant in particular never 
showing a particle of speed from start to finish. 

“As to the lesson of the Derby, ‘thirteen out 
of fourteen American Derbies won by Western 
horses, and yet the so-called wise men of the 
east do not as yet recognize the error of their 
ways,’ said one of the best trainers of the west 
immediately after the running of the Derby. 
Continuing, he added. ‘No Eastern horse, barr- 
iog, perhaps, one of the Salvator, Morello or 
Commando class, can win this one and a half 
mile event, nnlesa at his best after at least a 
couple of weeks’ recuperation from the thous- 
and mile journey here and an opportonity to 
acclimatize himself.’ 

“The Eastern contingent present this year, 
owners, trainers and jockeys alike, have arrived 
at the same conclnsion, and a most rational and 
sensible one it seems, especially after one has 
personally taken the jonrney, hot and trying 
even under the best of conditions at this season 
of the year. It can easily be imagined how 
severe a strain the trip most be npon the physi- 
cal condition and nervous system of a high- 
strnng thoroughbred, as a rule ‘jnst on edge’ 
when the journey is taken. Bonnibert and 
Bean Gallant had only two or three days in 
which to recuperate from the effects of their 
journey, and both were given severe trials on 
Thursday. The Parader had his trial— a severe 
test, as the time, 2 :334^, over the Sbeepshead Bay 
course shows- on Wednesday, and had but one 
night in which to recuperate after his arrival in 
Chicago. To my mind the mere statement of 
these facts should be sufficient to convince any 
fair-minded person as to the great handicap 
nnder which Eastern horses labor in arriving so 
short a time before a grnelling contest, sneh as 
the American Derby is apt to be. 

“Unquestionably there have been in the past 
years when the Eastern representatives greatly 
outclassed the Western, notably iu the cases of 
St. Leonards and Domino, as after events proved 
conclusively, but then as now too short a period 
was given for recuperation. It may yet bo 
proved that we in the east have overrated The 
Parader and Bonnibert, hot that Robert Wad- 
dell and Terminus are their snperiore, even at 
the different weights, previous performances 
both in the East and West seem to disprove. 

“Taking the race as a whole it mast be con- 
sidered the best American Derby ever run, as 
the class of several of the contestants was above 
the average, the time record breaking, and the 
race truly run from start to finish. While Rob- 
ert Waddell won handily at the end, the result 
was always in doubt as between him and The 
Parader until the last quarter, and the interest 
was sustained throughout.’’
